STRANGE STORY PUZZLES AUTHORITIES

Abduetion of Hay Elllott Arings Out
a Rewnlting Tonfesnlon and a
Fiat Deninl of the Al-
leged Facts.

The victim of
the lowa copepiracy was little Hay Elllott,

The first ortme, accordlng to Good, dom
gleted of the munslaughter, or possible mur-
der, hy bis mother of his sistor's IHeait)
mate child. toaded by n ferr lest the homi
clds be detected, he save, she kidnaped Little
Ray Elllott and palmed him off upen the
nolghbors as her daughter's son

The mother aays that the boy who now
passen for Ray Elllott Is not Ray Elllott,
but her son by adoption, and that his name
i Loule TLeroy Meskell

Goaod at the time of the confession was In
the Mack awk county Jall on & charge of
rohbing his mother, Mre., David Lucas, and
the latter alleges that the sa-enlled confes
rlon I8 a stery made out of whole cloth by
her son; that it was inclted by aplte and a
denira to be avenged agulnst hor for caus-
fng his arrest, The son retallates by charg
ing his mother with having an ulterior
purpoge i his proxccutlon, or persecutien,
an he calls i, He says the charge of rob-
hery against him 1= o trumped up accusa-
tlon preferred by his mother In the hope
of sending him (o the penllentinry to lessen
hie chance of telling the stoary of the homl-
vide, or of ita bing coredited If told,

County Attorncey Investigntens,

The confession s now locked In the vault
of County Attorney Reod of Black Hawk
county, and it Is possible that it will form
the banls of an action agalnst Mrs, Lucas
on a charge of mamslaughter. Attorney Reed
In now engaged In Investigating the facts
attending the Incldent, and thus far nothing
hus been found te contradiet Good's story.
The case In wrousing not a llttle comment
in Black Hawk and Towa counties, the latter
belng the county from which Ray Elllott
wiin kidnaped. At first It was thought that,
whether Good's story was true or npot,
nothing could come of it, an It was alleged
that the statute of limitations would optr-
ate agalnst the case, but since then i1t has
been learned that the lowa statute of limi-
tations does not apply In causes of this
kind. The county attorney says that if the
clreumetances warrant he will file Informa-
tlon ngninat Mrs. Lucas, charging her with
manslaughler.

In his confession Reuhen Good savs n
aister of his and a daughter of hls mother
by her first husband was belraved in the
enrly ‘908 and went to i home for the un-
fortunate in Michigan. A chlld was born to
her and, under the nume of Meskell, when
tho Infant was but a few weeks old, she
directed the authorities at the home to send
It to Mrs, Lucas of La Porte Clty, Ia., belng
careful not to mentlon that Mrs, Lucug was
her mother. Mrs, Lucas, she cxplalned to
them, was a woman of her acqualntance
who eould be trusted to take care of the
babe,

This the authorities did, and Mrs. Lucas,
having been advised by letter that the child
would be sent to her in the ecare of a
nurse, recefved |t and apparently made it
welcome, Good, who was then a compara-
tively young boy, was living with his
mother at the time the babe arrived.

Good's Horrifying Recltal.

“For a long time,"” dood continues, “my
mother seemied to be very fond of the
child, but one day It became peevish and
frotful, and my mother, In o sudden burst
of anger, struck at it. The blow was harder
than she intended, and the high chalr In
which the child was sitting was upset,
The chlld fell heavily to the floor, striking
its head against w sharp profection, and!
sustained injuries of which in a few minp-
ules it died.”

Then he goes on to glve the ghastly de-
talls of how his mother set about it to de-
pose of the body. On realizing the enormity
of her erime, he says, she became frightened
and went out to dig u grave, but the ground
wus frozen, and she wae compelled to seek
another course. Then It occurred to her
to burn the remaina In the kitchen stove.
This she did, but a horrible odor arose
from the burning flesh, and to hide this she
went to a nelghbor's house, hought a
chicken and burned s feathers In the
stove also. There were not enough feathers
on the chicken, so she took the feathers out
of a plllow and put them In the atove.

The remalns havipg been successfully
dlsposed of, Mrs, Luca® began to worry
lest the netghbors should miss the Infant
aund grow susplelous. She talked about this
for soveral days, ho says, devising various
schemes for alluying suspleion, only to
discard them. Tbhen she suddenly left La
Porte City, A few days later, while aim-
lessly walking the streets of Marengo, lowa
county, she espied the child known as Ray
Elllott, and was struck by his resemblance
to her daughter's dead son. She then and
there, Gooud says, copcocted the plan to
kidnap bim, a plan which a short time
afterwirds was successfully carried out.

Little Ray Elllott was taken to La Porte
Clty, and later, according to the story, was
turned over to Mrs, Lucas' daughter, who
bhelleved {t to be her own child.

Good goos on 1o say that when the parents
of the kidnaped child offered a reward of

500 for Its return his mother, having pre-
viounly exacted u promise of secrecy from
& woman named Mrs. 0 T, Hepler of
Watertoo, left It In her hunds, and subse-
quently received half of the reward,
Mra. Lueoas Tells Her Story.

Now comes the really strange feature of
this strange story. Mrs. Lucas, belng
placed in the sweatbox, denled her son's
swocount In toto, and added a chapter for
herself—u chapter which calls into question
the |dentity of Ray Elliott, and sets oyt the
astounding allegation that the boy Mr
and Mrs. George Ellloit are now fostering
as thelr son is not thelr son, but the ile-
kitlmate offspring of an unknown woman,
She says that she and her daughter, now
Mrs, Thomas Burke, have made ropeated
attempts to recover possesslon of the

’ When the Boy Was Ntolen.

Ray Eillott, the 4-year-old sonm of Mr.
and Mrs, George Elllott of Marengo, la,
was kidnaped on the afternoon of May 12,
1803,

For two days business lu the little town
was suspeoded, all able-bodied men beink
engaged in the search for the lost child. At
the end of this time, no clue to his where-
shouts baving come to llght, the theary of
abduction became gemerally accepied and
elrculars wore sent broadcast offering a re.
" ward of §500 for his safe return.  About this

A man and & woman were seen camping In

T. Hepler, and inclosed was
w pleture of o G-year-old boy whom they be-
lHeved to be their son, The letter told a
strange story 1L was In substance that the
original of the photograph had been left
with the writer by a strange woman who
had desived ber to adopt him. "1 was not
willing ta declde immedintely,” wrote Mrs
Hepler, “sn the woman sald she would leave
the ohild with me for & week on trinl, and

that at the end of that time she would re
turn for her answer 4§ never saw the |
womnn before and if she told me her name
I have forgotten it. I kept the child for a |
week, nd 1 ngreed, and as the woman didn't
return at the end of that time I began to |
grow suspicions that all was not as It
should be. 1 had heard of the Ray Elllott
care, #o thought 1'd have the boy photo-
graphed and gend the pleturs to you to see
if he wam your son."”

The photograph from Waterloo was shown
to hundreds of persons in Marengo who had
known Ray Elliott and all agresd that It
bore a striking resemblance to him,

No time was lost In investigating the
mutter., Mr. Elliott, the father of the hoy,
accompanicd by Rev. W, B. Phelps, went
to Waterloo and brought him back, and that
night there was general rejolcing in Ma-
rengo. Hells were rune, whistles blown,
and in the village park a public meeting
which speeches were made
rongratulating the parents upon the re-
covery of thelr son \

Arreat and Threatened Lynching.

Amidst all this rejolelng a wish  was
often expressed for the arrest and pun-
Ishment of the gullty parties, but no one
seemed to know how to accomplish this
end. The story told by Mrs. Hepler ap-
peared plausible. She sald she didn’'t know
the pame of the woman who had left the
child with her, nor did she know whenee
she came or whither she went, and to all
appearances this chapter of the stery would
never be known,

A few days later, when everyone was
racking his brain for some woy 10 find
the mysterlous woman In the case, the
unexpected happened. anc the woman her-
gelf—Mrs. David Lucas—accompanied by
her son-in-law, Thomae Burke, and her
duughter, Mrs, Thomas Burke, arrived in
the city. The boldness of this act took the
wind out of the sally of those who had been
0 keen to devise schemes for the woman's
capture and punishment. Moreover, the foe
that she was o woman embarrassed them
They preferred to wreak thelr vengeanee
upon & mwan, and, as there was a mwan in
tho party. they selected him as the butt of
thelr feers and threats. Great crowds of
people gathered about him and erles of

“hang him!" were railsed. “String him
up!" shouted the mob., “Hanug him to the
first tree! '] help pull the rope.”

Mr. Elliott swore out a warrant against |
the thres and they were lodged In fall,
This spemed to satisfy the moh and It soon |
afterward dispersed, l

Exsplanntion Offered the Publie,

While in Jail Mre. Lucas explained thai
ghe and her daughter and sonsin-law hal
come to Maremgo to secure the child which
she had left In care of Mre. lepler at
Waterloo ten days or two weeks before
Then she told this story of how she
originally eame in possessian of the «hild:

In 1588, she wald, she was employed ops
matron In the Insane department of the
Muscatine county (la.) peor farm, snd dur-
Ing the summer of that year a2 young un-
marrisd woman was brought to that institu-
tlon for confinement. The child, a bright,
but unhealthy male Infant, was horn July
31, Mrs, Lucas offered to ndopt It and the
mother agreed.

In November, 18902, Mrs. Lucas' daughter,
now Mrs. Thomas Burke, visited her and
offered to take the child, who then went by
the name of Louls lLeroy Meskell, to her
homo in Marion, O. Mrs, Lucns conkented,
and n few days later the Infant was taken
to Ohlo, where (ta name was changed to
Itoy Burke.

A year later Mrs. Burke and Hoy came

ek to a visit to Mre, Lucas In lowa. It
was then that she (Mrs, Lucas) took the
child to the home of Mrs. Hepler.

After Mrs. Lucas and the Burkes were

released from Jull they at once {nstituted
habeas corpus procecdings Lo recover pos-
sesslon of the child, starting a ltigation
which dragged through the courts for wore
tham two years. and finally closed with the
Elliotts being given custody of the boy.
Mre. Lucas and the Burkes always took
the initlative In this ltigation, and at no
stage of the proceedings was (L possible Lo
progecute them on a charge of kidnaping.

Thus the matter stands today, leaving the
little hoy in the case in a decldedly un-
enviable role, ns he cannol be sure whether
he I8 Ray Elllott, Roy Burke or Louls Leroy
Meskell

May 11.—<iSpecial )=0On
rext will begin s battle roval In
supreme court of the United States
between the sovereigh states of Kansas
and Colorado. The attorney genernl of
Konras will ask lenve of the court to file
A suit In equity against Colorado to pre-
veapt the people of the latter state from
using the waters of the Arkansas river for
Irrigation purposes. The attorney general
of Colorado will contest the right of Kan-
sas under the law to Institute such a sult
and some weeks later the court will rule
upon the guestica, which {ncldentally will
bring up the entire gquestion of Interstate
rights to pse of streams which flow from
one state to another. The sult has boen
threatened by Kansas for several yeara.
In April, 1004, the attorney general of
Kansus came to Washington to institute
suit, but for some unknown cause deelded
to postpone action. The fact that such
sult was contemplated led to the intro-
Awetion in the renate of a resolution di-
recting the secretary the interior to
trogpsmit to the genate the reporis of meas-
urements made by the geologleal survey of

the flow of the Arkansas, especinlly at
points near the Kansas-Colorado state
line.

NMecords Are Yot Compleide,
In reaponse to this resolution the secre-

| tary of the inlerior reporied as follows:

Measurements of the flow of Arkansns
river have heen made at varlous points,
hoginning 1in 1888 In muaking these
measuroments of the discharge of the
Arkansas river It has not been possible
to continue them at wll  points  sys-

temationlly throughout the twelve years

since 1888 In w pumber of Instunces there
have been changes or developments which
hivve destroyved the river gauges, and  in
sume years there have been such demand
for work in other looalities or shortage
of funds that statlons on Arkansas river
have been temporarily dlscontinued, From
an examination of the foaotw, howevar, It
hag seemed that the rlver has o certain
reégularity of behavior, with floode cul-
minating in May or June, such that they
are depended upon for the (rrigation of
lirge tracts of Janl. ‘The waters of these
Hownds, although vccurring with regularity,
are for the most part pot used In frriga-
tlon, but puass off down the stream out of
Colorado and through Kansas

The low water discharge of Arkansas
rver ie whaolly uged fur the purposes of
agriculture, and during a considerable part
of the year the river Is dry whove the Knan.-
sus-Colorado line From this vyicinity,
eneterly through the greater part of Kan-
say, the channel s often dry, a small
amount of water being supplivd by a  few
tributaries, such, for example, ns Littla
Arkansgas river at Wichita, kan

Greater Economy s Possible,

There ure, In round
numbors, twenty her reservoirs  whose
ciapacity should be ascertuined
The examination of w for dims and
the preparation of estima of cost was
begun in the case of only reservoir, and
that the most expensive amd fmportint
at Twin InkKes.

The total area the Arkansos
dralnage basin nt the Kansa
I estimuated to be M4.000 5
extent larger thun the regate area  of
the states of Noew Hamprhis Mussachii-
aviws, Rhode Islpnd and Connecticut. At
Huichinson, Kan., the dralnige arein 18 in
areased by about 10,000 square miles—a 1.
tle more than the arca of Vermont. Most
aof this country should be rapldly examined
for possible reservolr sites, although It 18
kKnown that the more Important of these
are within the 6,000 square miles of mour-
taln area,

Center of Populntion,

Recent  telegraphic announcement was
made that the center of population of the
Unlted States has moved westward four-
teen miles and southward two and one-half
miles in the lust ten years. In making
the computution the population of Alaskis
end  Hawall, although included in  the
Twelfth census, hus not been considered.
The method used by the census bureau io
ob.aining its conclusions was as follows:
The population of the country was first
distributed by “square degrees,” as the
area Included between consecutive parallels
and meridians has been desigonated. A
polpt was then assumed, tentatively, as
the center, and correction lo latitude and
longitude to this temative positlon were
computed. Im this case the center was
assumnd to be at the intersection of the
parallel of 39 degrees porth, with the
meridian of 86 degrees west of Greeowich,
The population of each sguare degree wWas
assumed to be located at the cepter of that
Bquare degree, except in cases where it
was manifest that this assumption would
be untrue, as, for Instance, whers a part
of the square degree was occupled by the
s#ea or other large body of water, or where
it coptaloed & vcity of copslderable mugni-
tude which was situated “off center.” In
this case the position of the center of the
population of the gquare degree was est)-
mated s near as possible. The shortest
distances between each such center of popu-
lution, of & square degree (whether assumed
to be at, or at a distunce from, the center
of the square degree), and the assumed
parallel nnd meridian were obtalned, The
population of erch wguare degree was then
multiplied by the shortest distance of iis
center of  population from the assumed
parallel of latitude, and the sums of the
products, or momeats, north and south of
that parallel were obtalned. Thelr differ-
ence, divided by the total population of
the country, gave a correctlon to the latl-
tude of the assumed center of population,
In a similar manner the east apnd west mo-
ments were obtained and from them a cor-
rection to the longitude of the assumed
centor was obtained

Not a Fizved Faer.

The center of population has moved
steadily woestward slooe the time the first
census was taken in 1790, In that year
the center was twenty-three miles east of

foriy-one milesa and was eighteen miles
wost of Baltimore. From 1800 10 1810

it moved westward and slightly southward
to & point aboui forty miles northwest by
west of Washington The southward move.

Innn, From 1810 ta 1820 It agaln moved
westward and southward to a point six-
teen miles north of Woodstock, Va, From
1820 to 1830t still moved westward and
southward to aboul pineteen miles south-
wesl of Moorfleld, in the present state of
West Virginia. This gouthward movement
was due to the addition of Florida to our
territory and the extension of settlemen:
fn Alabamu, Loulelana, Missi=slppl and Ar-
kansns From 1800 to 1840 settlements
In Michigan and Wisconsin and the pralrie
states deflocted the courss norihward to n
polot sixteen miles south of Clarksburg, In

the present state of Weat Virginla. From
1840 to 1850 1t ecantinued Itd westward
course, deflocting slightly 1o the south,

reaching a point twenty-thres miles south-
eust of Parkersburg, in the present state
of Weat Virginia The southerly moves
ment i this decade was due to the an-
nexation of Texar From 1550 to 1860 (t
moved westward and slightly northward to
A point twenty miles west of Chillicothe, O,
From 1860 to 1870 {1 again moved west-
wilrd and sharply northward, reaching a
polnt forty-eight miles east by north of
Clnclonatl. The northern movement was
due In part to the waste and destruction
In the =outh econsequent upon the civil
War, and in part (o the fact that the cen-
sus in the gouth was not aceurately taken.
In 1580 the center of population had re
turned sovthward to about the same Iati-
tude It was in prior to the civil war,

Last and Present Loeations.

In 1800 the center of population had
moved mnorthward (nto  practieally the
same latitude It occupled in 1870,  Thia

northward movement was lurgely due to
the great developmant fo the citles of the
northwest and In the state of Washington
and al=o to the Incrense of population in
Now England

Puring the last decade the center of
population has moved westward a little
over fourteen miles and southward a 1ttle
less thun three miles. This Is the smallest
movement that has ever heen noted, The
slight southward movement Is due largely
to the mgreat increase in population of In-
dinn Territory, Oklahomn and Texas, while
the great decrense In the westwiurd move-
ment of the center |8 undoubtedly due to
the large locrease In the population of
the North Atlantie states. 1t also shows
that the population of the western states
has inorensed as rapidly as In former
decndes,

The total westorn movement during the
past 110 yours Aas been 510 miles. Tha
center bhas followed slong the 30th parallel
of latitude, deflecting  slightly  north-
ward or southward, as accessions or settle-
ments were made [n elther direction

The center of area of the United States,
excluding Alaska and Hawall and other re-
vent aocesslons, 18 in northern Kansas, In
approximate latitude 29 degrees, 55 min-
utes, and In approximate longitude 95 de-
greva, B0 minutes

Median Polnt In Different.

The median point of population s the
point of Interacction of the lne Alvidiog
the population equally north and south
with the line dividlng it equally east und
west. It differs from the center of pop-
ulntion in the fact that distance from the
center Is not consldercd Its movements
from census to census bear no relation to
the movements of the population, slnce
only movements by which bodies of popula-
tion are transferred across Its paralllel or
Its meridlan have any influence upon fis
posltion. To illustrate this, a million peo-
ple may move from Minnesota to Washing-
ton state without affecting Its  vositlon,
while the moving of a hundred persons
from Michigan to Wisconsin might affeot
It appreciably, In 1900 the meridisn of
81 degrecs, 61 minutes, 20 seconds, equally
divided the population of the United States
cast and west, and the parallel of 40 de-
grecs, 4 minutes and 22 seconds, equally
divided It north and south. The medlan
point therefore ix located at Spartanburg,
Ind.

In 1880 the median point
miles west of Springfieid, O, In 1800 (t
moved north and west te a point four
miles southwest of Greenville, 0., and from
1880 to 1900 westward to Spartanburg, Ind.

The comparison of the movement st the
center of population and the medlan point
shows that they do not move |p parallel
lines, as from 1880 to 1890 the median point
moved west twenly-seven miles snd north
flx and six-tenths miles, while the center
of population moved west forty-elght miles
and north nine miles.
